Patriotic hur- 
glare atole tne Liberty bonds of 
George Hummel, ot Greenwood ave- 
nue. Jesse James bandits held up 
the grocery store proprietors and 
patrons of Aaron Hanish, of 1227 
.South KightL'onth street. Mrs. H. 
WlUoii was blackjacked by a color- 
ed Uepubilcan at Sixth and Broad- 
way. Tbe store of R. A. Fibe, at 
Pourth and Hill, and tbe drug store 
of Leon Abraham, of Fliat and 
Broadway, were rifled In the cru- 
sade ot the crooks.

(TlmotJiy J. Healy, International 
President of the Brotherhood of Sta- 
tionary Firemen, aad fraternal dele- 
gate from tbe American Fsdaratioa 
ot Labor to tbe Brttish Trades 
UnVm Coagraas. retamed Sunday on 
tbe steamer KaJserln Auguate Vic- 
toria. He brought back a graphic 
daacrtption ot conditions In Ireland 
as be aaw them. His original plan 
to land at Queenstown was upset by 
the Britlah order preventing pas- 
senger vessels from calling at that 
port. 'He was forced to remain on 
the veaeel until she reached Liver- 
pool, where he took a steamer to 
Dublin. He got bia first taste of 
militarism irfien ha reached Lha- 
aitek.)

My aiat Ttett to Ireland lasted 
twelve daya. BMOt ot whaih time I 
stayed in Ltaeriek ^nd sartooadiag 

country. 

In Limerick I learned that during 
the week preceding August 15, 
whiob Is a great Catholic h<»ly day 
In Ireland, known as Ladles' day, 
(here were services la all Catholic 
rhurcbes and prayers said for the 
well-being and savtag it tho aooatfy 
from dastruotkm. 

These serrleea ware ooncluded at 
1 o'eloek on Angusfc' 16 and at 2 
o'clock the police and "Black and 
Tans" visited the hoiu<! of two young 
men who bad been "on tbo run." 
("On tbe run" means keeping out 
of sight of the colice and military.) 

The father of these young men, 
being unable to give an account ot 
the boys, keroeene was thrown over 
bis house and a match put to It; 
bis boaaa and two athara ware burn- 
ed to tba gronnd. The tlr« depart- 
ment was called ont, and as the 
horse drawing the Are hose appear- 
ed on the street it was shot dead. 
The firemen, not relishing a aimfiar 
fate, stayed In the fire house. 

As the bouses were burning the 
"Black and Tans" raided the nearest 
liquor store and helped themselves 
to the contents. They then went 
alon^ tbe strsate shouting, yelling 
and cursing, and calling on tbs Sinn 
Feiners to oome oaCand dght. 

That night thay bad to « tbalr 
credit the wrasklBg of over 100 
houses. Carey's road, a street ap- 
proximately a quarter of a mile 
long, all one-vtory bouses, mostly 
the homes of the poorer class of 
working men, wus wrecked. I went 
through tbat street two weeks later 
and there war* only six houses In 
tie street to my knowledga tbat 
were not wrecked. 

from Limerick I went to New- 
castle West., where I ssw tbe strsets ' 
were shot up, doors and windows 
xbattered. and several houaes blown | 
to atoms by bombs. { 

I then returned to England and ' 
attended the Trades Union Congress, ' 
and met and talked with leading' 
labor men of F.ngland, and with I 
many public men. Including ex- 
Prime Minister Asquith, and learned 
that the great masses of tbe people 
of England. Scotland ^and Wales' 
knew little or nothing as to the true 
conditions of affairs In tra^ad, as' 



there are only three daily papers in 
the country that, up to tbat Ume, 
bad pabMnbed tbo Casta of tbe do- 
struction ot lite abd property. 

Tbe n«ws waa eamouf lagad so tbat 
It would appear tbat it was the Slaa 
Feiners wbo were doing tbe deatruc- 
tlon. 

On my first arrival in Dublin 2 
bad been Introduced by Mr. Fred 
DeMont, tbe American Consul, to 
Colonel WfiSon, of the Intelligenro 
Dopnrtment of the Government.' 
Tliiit afternoon I called on the Gen- 
(lijil at Military Headquarters and 
dlsouK^ed the Irish situation with 
the General and members «C hia 
staff. Including Chief In^abtor 
Smyth, of the Royal Irish Coostabn- 
lary and a Major who previous to 
the war had served for twenty yean 
with the British Army in India. 

The discussion, a« some points, 
Was rather heated. At one point of 
the argument ln«rt>ctor Smyth told 
me that the life of a policeman was 
worth the life of any four men In 
Ireland, and the ffantieman from In- 
dia stated that tba.aoly care for 
Sinn Felnism waa tO take them out, 
Une tlMm up aasiaot • wall and 
shoot tbem. 

The General wsa more guarded In 
his conversation, though be sd- 
mltted tbat It was the duty of the 
police and military to shoot down 
everybody who was connected with 
what be termed "tbe murder gang." 

From Dublin 1 went to Balbrig- 
gan. The murders and destruction 
In tbat town are probably the worst 
that have occurred anywhere ia Ire- 
land during tbe past few yeara. 

Three or four tmekbMda ot 
"Black and Tans" cama. Into tbe 
city about 2 o'clock one afternoon. 
They took charge of a liquor store 
and drank and oaroosed for several 
hours, and aS thay gotadrunk they 
got out In the streets fighting 
among themKelvee and battered each 
other with bottloa and glasses. 

ThU v.ait kept up until evening, 
when they shut Mr. Burke, their 
own Inspector, and also bia brother. 
Sergeant Burke. 

Those of them who weep tbe leas 
Intexieated sought to put the blame 
of the murders on the Sinn Feiners. 
Of course It was Impossible for the. 
Sinn Feiners to do It, as the streets 
were full of "Black and Tans." 
However, the "Black and Tans" 
withdrew and went to Oormanstown, 
eight miles away, the training camp 
of the "Black and Tans." 

I might here say tbat Oormans- 
town was ths Amsrieaa aviation 
field In Ireland, and when tbe Amer- 
icans withdrew thay left the tlald. 
buildings and e<|li{pment to tba 
British Oflvemm^nt, who turned It 
Into a tra'ning camp and school tor 
the "BUick and Tans" recruited In 
Englana. It Is not kn<jwn what 
numbers of them havo he. n j;ont 
there, but acordlng to a Siotiand 
Yard re'ort. ' f^W) were recruited in 
the ra<«nth of s "iitembar last. 

Tbose who wont down to Balbrig- 
gan that evening reported that the 
lnsT>ector and sergeant had been 
murdered br Mna Fel^irs. The ro- 



f suit rtas tUat 750 men, fully armed 
and with motor k>rrle8, petrol, hand 
grenades and trench t>ombs, arrived 
in Baibrlggan at midnight. 
, Than ball broke looa* tn Balbrig 
gan. Thirty-five ot tba principal 
houses and stores of tbe little town 
were blown to atoms, and the Bal 
briggan hosiery factory on the out 
skirts of -the town was burned to 
the ground. This tao^ory employed 
ievenU huadroA paoHo. moetly 

' girls. 

The house of Mr. Oi'bbon, a young 
farmer, who resided with his widow- 
ed mother and three Btsters, two of 
wihom were InvaHdated, was vleited 
OlbboBS got oat ot bed and opened 
tbe door; than the TiaiUfra rushed 
upatalrs. Gibbons naked Mratlielon 
to take an invalid sister, vho was 
sitting at ths top of tba Stafrs 
away. She had lost her emtebee In 
the excitement. 

One of tbe demons ^i^l, "We'll 
Hitwid to her," thcji .fusbod her 
with bin foot, threw (ht to the bot- 
tom of the stalr.a, w i).T<' she was 
trampled upon. 

Gibbons was dragged across the 
Street to tbe police station, whsre JM 
was asked to tell all he knew about 
the Sinn Fein movement In tbe 
town. He denied knowing anything. 
He was prodded with bayonets snd 
begged of his tormentors to be men; 
to put down their rifles, untia bis 
hands, and that he WOOM ttglM 
them three at a time. 

Instead they battered hi* fWO 
with the butt ends of rifles and fi- 
nally struck him a heavy blow on 
tbe back of tbe bead, which dated 
him aad pot liim oat ot bis misery 
as tar aa paia was conoemed. Some 
time later tbey dragged bim to the 
street and rAund the comer about 
100 ysrds away and put a tvayonet 
through bb body. 

The body was left there until day- 
light. I waj tal-en to th* spot and 
saw the blood marks. 

About the same time that Gibbons 
was dragged out another gang went 
to the house of Mr. Lawle**. Law- 
lees rushed down Ln his bars tset to 
open the door and be was dratged 
Into ths strset He asked penais- 
sion to go back and put on bis shoes 
and tbe reply was. "You'll need no 
shoes by the time we aro through 
with you." And they niada good 
their word. 

Lawless was tied by the arms to 
two "Black and Tans" and the rro- 
cess of making him confess was re- 
sorted to. His wife and eight chil- 
dren, and bis mother. e)ghty-two 
years of sgs, ware brought down to 
wHaess tbs performance. Two of 
b** children were suffering froqi 
' measles. The poor old mother had 
to witness the spectacle, and a ruf- 
fian s'and'ng by s'ad "Now. you old 
- — . SIM' vour beautiful son! Why 
don't h'» Sinn Fejn friends come out 
and rosrue h'm?" 

' He too W.18 taken to the station 
bou«e and was put nut of his m'sorv 
about 4 o'clock in the mornlnv bv 
dr'ving a bayonet thrnnch his throat 
and sever'nc the wlndn)p*.

ed blevslngs on ine for coming to 
see them. The word went around 
like wildfire tbat an American was 
making an Investigation of the de- 
struction, and the cry ot tbe people 
wbo gathgrad roand me wa*, '^hat 
t* Amariea dolagT Is Amarloa go- 
'ng to help usT It we don't get help 
from America we are loat!" And la 
fact America wae their hope Ln most 
places 1 vlslte<1. 

From Italbrlggan I went to 
Droghoda by way of Gormanstown, 
and found for miles round the peo- 
fle were terror atrlcken. 

I visited tbe counties of Tlp|)«r- 
ary. Cork, L'merlck, Galway, Clare 
and Kerry. The towue In Tippers 7 
wiblcb got tbe worst wrecking were 
aienagb. Tipperary aad Templemora. 
The "Blask aad Tana" arrived on 
motor trtreka in Tsmplemore about 
11 O'clock at nilght and. as usual, 
first attacked a Hquor store. A bar- 
rel of whlfky was rolled Into the 
street, the head knocked Ln and the 
"boys" drank their fUl. Then the 
ye>ll wa« raised, "Up aad at them, 
Black and Tans." 

Within one hour the main street 
of the city was wrecked from end to 
end. Mr. Kieiy'a .dry goods store, 
one ot tba beat equipped in Ireland 
oMto^ad, waa dastroyad. Wrsekers 
were drsssad in woaoa's wsar!ng 
aptareJ' and dancsd iB the street to 
the music of a guitar. They visited 
a bouse where a woman had been 
waked: marchc*! round the coffin 
playing the guitar and singing. 

Many townd In the county of Cork 
have been wi-eckod. the worst dam- 
age having been' done In Mallow, 
Bandon, Fernioy and Cork city. 
When Queenstown was attacksd the 
British Admiral put marines ashore, 
threatening the wreckers that If they 
did not desist from dsatmotlon be 
would turn his guns on thsm. Ths 
Admiral undoubtsdly "OkTad Qoeans- 
town from^ destruction. 

On the evening of November 1, 
about 5 o'clock, Mrs. Ellen Quinn, 
twenty-three years of age. wife of 
;i farmer living In Oorth, County 
(lalwuy,- st'ttlivg at the front of her 
house playing with her baby, nine 
months old, was shot from a mili- 
tary motor truck passing along the 
road. She was the 'mother of thre* 
cMldren, and again about to beeonO 
a mother. 

Wbeh she cs^ed out that she was 
shot, a young man trtarted to run 
across the fields for a doctor and he 
was shot from anotlier nillltni-y 
motor truck and badly wouuded. 
When tbe doctor arrived, nearly 
four hours after, the WOBMB had al- 
most bled to death. 

In Clare, among the towna badly 
wrecked were Bnnlatlnion. Lehincb 
and MUltown Maabay. 

In Bnnist!mon a man's houae bad 
been set on fire and as the man 
came out he was shot <1ea4l, after 
be'ng questioned 1>> the "niack and 
Tans." They iii<k.',l up the iMxly 
and threw it iulo the tliinn s, where 
tt was buined to a crisp. 

Tbe following figui"^ >lM^ak for 
themselves: 

In the first nine moutha of 1920 
the Government made 4,000 arrests 
and raided, and in soms eassa loot- 
ed aad destroyed, orar 14^00 
hboaea, wWla alghty-Bina towoa bad 
been eacked and upward ot oaa hnn- 
dred eraamerie* and other taidaatrial 
plants destroyed. 

That is what brought about tli- 
assassination of policemen and wil- 
dlei-s. Where Is the man who is 
going to fttand down and see his 
home (lt\stroyed or nee lu.-« father oi 
brother asBaaslnated If he has a 
wea.[on to defend them with. 

Mrs. O'Dwyer. whoee two aona had 
been pulled ont ot bed and saaaaai- 
nated by tbe military, waa atandlng 
with her blind husband by tba bodiss 
of tbe boys when the newspapermen 
arrived, and her eomnmit waa: 

"Thank God! Thay died tor their

Thore are two meth- 
ods of procedure, ho suggests; the 
one would be to appoint an Interna- 
tional committee to Investigate and 
to rnaka reoommendattoos; but that 
baing out of the question, as too 
slow a procedure, he rscommeadt 
that the troops In questtaa ba wttb* 
drawn Immediately and replied by 
troopa from the capital, stating that] 
an army of occupation should al 
be composed ot picked men.
